HOW  I  GET  MY  IDEAS! 

Part  three:  Cost  of  Making  a  Silver  Art  Bar. 

The  cost  may  vary  from  mint  to  mint  depending 
on  who  you  use,  I  use  SilverTowne  Mint  so  my 
cost  will  relate  to  them.  The  first  cost  up  front 
would  be  the  cost  of  the  silver  at  the  time  you 
order  it.  I  have  paid  from  $12.38  to  $36.38  per  ounce  for  silver  in 
making  my  bars.  That  is  the  first  cost  and  it  is  never  the  same. 
The  next  cost  is  the  cost  of  the  Die  and  that  can  run  from  $400.00 
to  $700.00  depending  on  how  much  detail  on  the  image  that  you 
want  on  your  bar.  Photos  are  the  most  detailed  ones.  Most  bars 
have  both  an  obverse  and  a  reverse  Die.  My  "EVEN  NATURE 
KNOWS"  was  my  most  expensive  bar,  because  it  had  both  dies 
specific  to  that  one  bar.  That  is  why  most  people  have  a  standard 
reverse  die  to  keep  cost  down. Then  I  canceled  the  bar  for  an  ad¬ 
ditional  cost  of  $100.00.  To  cancel  the  bar  it  must  be  heat  treated 
to  soften  the  hard  metal  so  they  can  cut  the  word  canceled  in  it 
and  then  it  must  be  heat  treated  again  to  harden  it  to  make  the 
canceled  bars  which  are  always  a  very  small  number  normally  20 
or  less.  Next  there  is  a  fee  to  stamp  out  the  bar  and  that  cost  will 
vary  a  little  with  the  Quantity  they  are  making.  Usually  around 
$1.85  each.  If  less  than  100  bars  are  going  to  be  made  there  will 
be  a  $50.00  set  up  charge.  If  you  put  a  serial  number  on  them  that 
cost  $.15  for  each  number  or  letter.  If  you  want  to  enamel  them 
that  will  cost  about  $1 .00  for  each  color.  If  you  want  to  put  them  in 
a  plastic  capsule  it  will  cost  $.50  each  or  if  you  just  put  them  in 
the  sealed  vinyl  sheet  there  is  no  additional  cost.  If  you  antique  a 
bar  it  will  cost  $.15  for  each  bar.  Next  is  the  shipping  and  insur¬ 
ance  to  get  the  bars  to  you  and  that  will  vary  due  to  the  size  of  the 
order.  It  nas  cost  me  from  $25.00  to  $65.00  for  my  shipments. 

To  get  the  final  cost  to  make  a  bar  add  the  per-cost  of  the  silver, 
packaging,  serial  number,  enameling,  antiquing  and  stamping 
fees.  Next  take  the  Die,  shipping  and  insurance  fee  and  divide  it 
by  the  number  of  bars  made  to  get  an  each  cost.  Now  add  this 
number  to  the  first  set  of  Numbers  used  and  you  have  the  cost  to 
make  your  bar.  This  can  be  more  than  you  think  sometimes.  As 
you  can  see  there  is  a  lot  more  involved  in  the  cost  of  a  bar  than 
the  cost  of  silver.  I  am  always  getting  offers  for  my  bars  for  two  or 
three  dollars  over  the  price  of  silver  and  the  people  just  don't  under 
stand  why  In  will  not  sell  them  for  that  price.

Until  next  issue,  I  hope  you  have  fun  hunting  for  that  spe¬ 
cial  bar/round  to  enhance  you  personal  collection.  I’m 
still  looking  for  that  special  bar/round  that  I  have  never 
seen  to  add  to  my  collection..
